design on the fabric, or e^se lav the material on the pattern on top of a table 
or oth#r hard surface, and carefully trace the design with a well pointed pencil 
*he design may also be transferred to heavy material or cardboard by using a 
pier# of transfer or carbon paper, to be placed 
between the pattern and 
material, using a sharp pointed pencil to secure a dean line.
